Britain To rey

London, Dec. 30. 
The British Government in- 
tends to make full pay- 
ment tomorrow of prin- 
cipal and interest due on 
United States and Cana- 
dian post-war loans. 


In addition, interest will bo 
paid on deferments of interest 
on the two loans in 1956, and 
on deferments of principal and 
interest in 1957. Repayments 
will also be made on December 
31 to the United States of prin- 
cipal and interest on loans 
under cconomic co-operation 
aid, and of interest only on 
foans under mutual security 
ald. 


Total payments which will be 
made oh ember 31 on 
United State; and. Canadian 
post-war loans are thas 
$184,100,000. 


DEFERMENT
